In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to notify 
the inhabitants of the Town of Kenduskeag, County of Penobscot, 
qualified by law to vote in said Town’s affairs, to assemble at the 
Municipal Building in said Town of Kenduskeag on Friday, March 22, 
1985 for the ANNUAL TOWN MEETING. Voting by secret ballot for 
the election of Officers shall commence at 10 A.M. 


Election of Officers: Selectman for three (3) year term; Assessor for 
three (3) year term; Overseer of Poor for three (3) year term; Town 
Clerk for one (1) year term; Treasurer for one (1) year term; Road 
Commissioner for one (1) year term; and two (2) members of the Board 
of School Directors, SAD #64 (term of three (3) years). 


Polls shall close at 6:30 p.m. and at 8 p.m. consideration of Articles 
2-48 shall commence.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


1984 has been another year of progress for our town. 

The Recreation Field Group is to be commended on a job well done 
and all who travel the Horseback Road can see a nice recreation area 
taking shape. This has been a major project and much time and a lot of 
hard work has been done by the members of this group to make this 
park a reality. On behalf of the town we thank you all. 

We congratulate the Fire Department members and friends who 
worked so hard to build the new fire truck. This truck greatly increases 
the ability of our Fire Department to transport water to the scene of a 
fire. On behalf of the town we thank you all. 

The Selectmen accomplished one of our major goals for 1984 when 
we sold six parcels of land and put the money into the General Fund. 
Some of this land had been owned by the town for many years and we 
decided that 1984 would be the year when these properties would again 
generate taxable income for Kenduskeag. 

Improving the town dump was another goal and the one way road 
seems to be working out as planned. This road is the first stage in our 
plan to build the “‘cell system of waste disposal.’’ This system is the one 
approved and recommended by the Environmental Protection Agency. 
As we said last year, improving the dump is an on-going process but if 
we do it right we’ll have it for a few more years. Improvements have also 
been made in a number of town roads. This too is an on-going process. 
The road budget has been divided into two parts this year. 1. general 
and preventive maintenance, 2. new construction. This presents a much 
clearer picture of the money to be spent and the work to be done. 

All year long we felt good about the encouragement and confidence 
shown to us by many citizens. We do appreciate it. However, many of 
you seem to be reluctant to come to the Selectmen’s meetings. We want 
you to come; we want you to bring your ideas and suggestions; we want 
you to bring your complaints. That’s the place to do these things. We’re 
there 1st and 3rd Thursdays of each month at 7 p.m. This year, the 
meetings are temporarily changed to 1st and 3rd Tuesdays until May 
because of the Assessing School on Thursdays. 

As President John F. Kennedy said “‘Let us not be blind to our 
differences — but let us also direct our attention to our common 
interests and the means by which these differences can be resolved.” 

We welcome your participation.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds of 
the Town of Kenduskeag, Maine for the year ended January 31, 1985 
listed in the foregoing table of contents. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. The 
financial statements of the various funds of the Town of Kenduskeag, 
Maine for the year ended January 31, 1984 were examined by other 
auditors whose report dated March 5, 1984, expressed an unqualified 
opinion on these statements. 

The Town has not maintained a record of general fixed assets and, 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 

In our opinion, with the exception of the omission of a statement of 
general fixed assets, the aforementioned financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Kenduskeag, Maine at January 31, 1985, and the results of operations 
of such funds for the year then ended in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year. 

The accompanying supplemental information presented on Sched- 
ules 1 through 3 is not necessary for a fair presentation of the financial 
statements, but is presented as additional supplementary data. This 
information has been subjected to the tests and other auditing pro- 
cedures applied in the examination of the financial statements 
mentioned above and in our opinion is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 

In connection with our examination, we also (1) made a study and 
evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control and, (2) 
performed tests of compliance with the Revenue Sharing Act and 
regulations as required by the Audit Guide and Standards for Revenue 
Sharing Recipients issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. 
Department of the Treasury. 

Based on these procedures, we noted no instance of noncompliance 
with the regulations by the Town of Kenduskeag, Maine for the year 
ended January 31, 1985.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JANUARY 31, 1985 


Note 1 — SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The Town operates under a Selectman form of government and 
provides the following services: public safety, highways and street, 
sanitation, health and social services, culture-recreation, education, 
public improvements, planning and zoning, and general administrative 
services. 

The accounting policies of the Town of Kenduskeag, conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant policies: 

a. FUND ACCOUNTING 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund 
equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. 
Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into four generic 
fund types and two broad fund categories as follows: 
GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating fund of 
the Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except those 
required to be accounted for in another fund: 

Special Revenue Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used to 
account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than special 
assessments, expendable trusts, or major capital projects) that are 
legally restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. 

Capital Projects Funds — Capital Projects Funds are used to account 
for financial resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of 
major capital facilities. 

FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust Funds — Trust Funds are used to account for assets held by 
the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, private 
organizations, other governments, and/or other funds. These include 
Expendable Trust and Nonexpendable Trust Funds. Nonexpendable 
Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner as 
proprietary funds since capital maintenance is critical. Expendable 
Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner as 
governmental funds. 
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B. LONG-TERM LIABILITIES 

All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for on a spending or “financial flow’ measurement focus. This means 
that only current assets and current liabilities are generally included on 
their balance sheets. Their reported fund balance (net current assets) is 
considered a measure of “available spendable resources.’’ Govern- 
mental fund operating statements present increases (revenues and 
other financing sources) and decreases (expenditures and other 
financing uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, they are said to 
present a summary of sources and uses of “available spendable 
resources’’ during a period. 

Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental 
funds are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account 
Group, not in the governmental funds. 

Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recogni- 
tion for governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts 
represented by noncurrent liabilities. Since they do not affect net 
current assets, such long-term amounts are not recognized as govern- 
mental fund type expenditures or fund liabilities. They are instead 
reported as liabilities in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 
C. BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues arid expenditures or 
expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial 
statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the 
measurements made, regardless of the measurement focus applied. 

All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted 
for using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are 
recognized when they become measurable and available as net current 
assets. Property taxes are recognized as income when receivable from 
taxpayers. Other taxpayer assessed income is considered ‘“‘measurable”’ 
when in the hands of the government and is recognized as revenue at 
that time. Anticipated refunds of such taxes are recorded as liabilities 
and reductions of revenue when they are measurable and their validity 
seems certain. Interest and lien costs are recognized as revenue when 
collected. 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual 
basis of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. 
Exceptions to this general rule include: (1) Accumulated unpaid 
vacation, sick pay, and other employee amounts which are not accrued; 
and (2) principal and interest on general long-term debt which is 
recognized when due. 

All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are 
recognized when they are earned, and their expenses are recognized 


when they are incurred. 
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D. BUDGETS AND BUDGETARY ACCOUNTING 

The Town follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary 
data reflected in the financial statements: 

1. During the month of March, the townspeople approve the budget 
at a town meeting. 

2. Budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Capital Projects 
Funds are adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP). 

E. INVESTMENTS 

Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which approximates 
market. 

F. TOTAL COLUMNS ON COMBINED STATEMENTS — 
OVERVIEW 

Total columns on the Combined Statements — Overview are 
captioned Memorandum Only to indicate that they are presented only 
to facilitate financial analysis.
